or demands that may have been entered into, performed

.or commenced, or that may exist, under or by virtue

or in pursuance of the said acts, or any of them; but
the same shall remain in fu!l force and effect, and be
enforced and carried out as fully and effectually as 1f
this act had not been passed, but in conformity with
the provisions of this act so far as the same may be
applicable.

CHAPTER 185.

AN ACT to amend chapter 103 of the general laws of 1873, en-
titled “an act authorizing the formation of town insurance
companies,” approved March 28, 1872, and the act amenda-
tory thereto, approved March 17, 1873.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as _follows :

SecTION 1. Section 1 of chapter 103 of the general
laws of 1872 is hereby amended so as to read as fol
lows: “Section 1. It shall be lawful for any number
of persouns not less than twenty-five, residing 1n adjoin-
ing towns in any county in this state, who collectively
shall own property of not less than twenty-five thou-
sand dollars in value, which they desire to have in-
sured, to form themselves into a company for muiual
insurance against loss or damage by fire or lightning;
which corporation shall possess the usual powers and
be subject to the usual duties of corporations, and the
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corporate name thereof shall embrace the name of the
town in which the business office of said company shall
be located.”
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SECTION 2. Section 8 of chapter 215 of the general msurance con-
laws of 1873 is hereby repealed, and section 10 of 8uedtotowns.

chapter 103 of the laws of 1872 is hereby restored,
the same to be and read as follows: *Section 10. No
company formed under this act shall inxure any prop-
erty out of the limits of the town or towns in which
the said company is located, nor shall they insure any
property other than detached dwellings and their con-
tents, and farm buildings and their contents, and live
stock while on the premises or running at large, and
bay and grain in the bin or stack, nor shall they in-
sure any property within the limits of any incorporated
city in this siate.”
